MISCELLANEOUS COMMITTEE BUSINESS 


“Hovusr OF REPRESENTATIVES, 
-ACOMMITTEE ON ARMED SERVICES, 
Washington, D. C., Tuesday, January 15, 1957. 

The committee met at 10 a. m., Hon. Carl Vinson, chairman, 
presiding. 

The CuarrMaNn. Let the committee come to order. 

Members of the committee, during the last session I designated a 
subcommittee to consider matters relating to the Central Intelligence 
Agency. It was composed of myself, as chairman, Mr. Short, Mr. 
Arends, Mr. Cole, Mr. Brooks, Mr. Kilday, and Mr. Durham. I 
think it highly important that a subcommittee be designated again 
this session. So, under the authority of Committee Resolution No. 5, 
I am re-creating this subcommittee, with myself as the chairman, Mr. 
Brooks, Mr. Kilday, Mr. Durham, Mr. Arends, Mr. Cole, and Mr. 
Gavin. 

Now I have asked Mr. Dulles, head of the Central Intelligence, to 
be up in the morning at 10 o’clock. And I ask you members to meet. 
We will have our meeting in the room across the hall. 

Now, during the fall I received a letter from Mr. Fogler, the Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy, with reference to service exchanges, better 
known as the post exchanges. 

Mr. Fogler advised that an interservice committee composed of an ° 
Assistant Secretary from each of the three military services has been 
considering the list of items which were presently authorized for sale 
in the exchanges, and also considering the cost limitations of each 
item. 

He stated his committee proposed to add a few new items to the 
yresent list authorized for resale, and also recommended that the cost 
limitation in some instances be relaxed. 

Now, as all of you know, this is a very important matter. We have 
had long hearings on these items that are being sold in the exchanges. 
I think this matter should be inquired into by a subcommittee. And 
so I am designating Mr. Philbin, Mr. Huddleston, and our new 
member, Mr. Kitchin, Mr. Devereux, and Mr. Bray, to constitute 
that subcommittee. And the jurisdiction of the subcommittee is 
confined to the subject matter set forth in Mr. Fogler’s letter. 

I hope you will as promptly as possible have a committee meeting 
and reach decisions as to these items that they ask to go on the list 
and the price at which they propose to sell, and report back to the 
full committee. 

Now there is another matter that I think should be looked into. 
Mr. Durham and the subcommittee brought out the bill creating the 
Civil Defense, I think it would be a good idea to have Mr. Durham’s 
subcommittee look into the activities of the Civil Defense. And 
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also, when he can get around to it, look into the activities of the 
National Advisory Committee on Aeronautics. And I hope Mr. 
Durham can work out the time satisfactory to the subcommittee. 

Mr. Brooks. Mr. Chairman, may I interrupt you a moment there? 

The Cuarrman. Yes. 

Mr. Brooks. Before we go further and get too far away from this 
Fogler matter, would it be proper for me to suggest that the chairman 
authorize them to look into the methods whereby the concession 
contracts—and that would be part of it—are awarded? 

The Cuarrman. I wouldn’t suggest that we go into that for the 
time being. Let’s decide on the items raised by Mr. Fogler, because 
of its high importance. 

Mr. Brooks. They could also find out how they award these 
concessions. 

The CuarrmMan. When we get in that field, then that opens the 
whole thing up. 

Mr. Brooks. You have a good committee there. 

The CuarrzmMan. Let this committee make its report on this and if 
they do a good job, which I am satisfied they will, we might increase 
their activities to take in other phases of the post exchanges. But 
for the time being, I think we better confine it to the decision that 
Mr. Fogler and the other Department Secretaries desire to be advised 
in regard to, but later on, we may go into that. 

Mr. Brooks. If they want to ask a few questions, there would be 
no objection to that, would there? 

The Cuarrman. Oh, no. It would be all right to ask questions, 
but we don’t want any big inquiry along that line because we might 
delay a decision. Now, the next thing is that I have set down for 
Monday, January 28, a briefing by the Department of Defense. | 
hope the subcommittees will not set up any hearings that will inter- 
fere with the full committee giving consideration to the Department 
of Defense making its briefing. 

Now I suggest to Mr. Brooks that in view of the things that | 
have been reading i in the newspaper in regard to the Reserve training 
program, that it might be a good idea for your subcommittee to 
make some inquiry along the line that has been appearing in the 
paper. 

Mr. Brooks. Mr. Chairman, we have set hearings up for—-what 
day is it, Mr. Ducander? 

Mr. Ducanper. Immediately following the full committce’s 
briefing. 

Mr. Brooks. Is that all right with the chairman? 

The CuarrMan. Yes, that is all right. When we finish it? 

Mr. Ducanprr. When you finish your briefing. 

The CuarrmMan. Good. No doubt that will run 2 or 3 days. 

Mr. Ducanper. Yes, sir. 

The CuarrMANn. Because we want a full military briefing on the 
part of the Defense Department, so every member can be brought up 
to date and we can all know what is going on and properly go into 
the question of the budget and all these other things in connection 
with it. So Iam hoping that every member will attend that. It will 
be of great aid and assistance to us in our work. It will probably last 
3. or 4 days, because each department has to be heard. 
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Mr. WrinstnAp. Mr. Chairman, would that give them time to do 
great damage to the National Guard before we could get hearings, 
with this new ruling? 

The CuarrmMan. Well, that is up to Mr. Brooks. I am calling it to 
Mr. Brooks’ attention. 

Mr. Brooks. I don’t think so, Mr. Chairman. It is only 2 weeks 
off and I don’t believe there will be any changes there. You will 
hear from the National Guard, though, I am sure. 

Mr. Wrinstreap. Well, I think the Defense Department should hear 
from us as quick as possible. 

The CHarrMan. Now members of the committee, I see our new 
majority members here. 

Mr. Van Zanpr. Three. 

The CuarrMan. I see our former colleague, Mr. Morris of Okla- 
homa. Mr. Morris, we welcome you here. [Applause.] 

The CuarrmMan. I want to present to the committee our new dis- 
tinguished member from North Carolina, Mr. Kitchin. [Applause.] 

The CuarrMan. I call to Mr. Kitchin’s attention that I have just 
started him to work by putting him on a subcommittee. 

Mr. Krirenin. Thank you. 

The CHarrMan. I understand he is quite energetic and we will give 
him plenty of work. And we all know how energetic out distinguished 
friend from Oklahoma is, and we will give him plenty of work. 

Also is Mr. Byrne of Pennsylvania in here this morning? 

Mr. Burns. Burns of Hawaii, sir. 

The CHAIRMAN. Yes. 

Now we have here a new delegate from Hawaii, Mr. Burns. [Ap- 
plause.| 

Mr. Burns. Thank you. 

The CuairMAn. Now members of the committee, I understand that 
last year a picture was made entitled, ‘“The Man on the Hill.” It is 
an educational film that the armed services had made, to be dis- 
tributed among the forces so they could see how Congress operates. 
And we had a part in the making of that picture. 

I understand—Mr. Smart, are they ready to put that picture on for 
us this morning? 

Mr. Smarr. It will take them just a minute to set their machines 
up. They are ready to go. 

The Cuarrman. Now you called all the members who introduced 
the bills that we assigned to them the other day? 

Mr. Smarr. I am checking them out. I have them all but three, 
up to now, Mr. Chairman. 

The CuHarrMan. All right. 

Now members of the committee, we had some departmental bills 
and Mr. Smart and I went over them and we assigned them to a great 
many here. We will try to get them in. And we hope you will permit 
us to assign these bills to you. Whether you support the bills or not, 
they are bills that will have to be considered by the committee and 
have to be introduced, and instead of introducing them myself, I 
farmed them out. I hope you will continue to allow us to send bills 
to you to be introduced. 

Mr. Smart. 

Mr. Smart. Yes, sir. 
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The Cuarrman. I think we better call to the attention of the new 
members, Mr. Morris and Mr. Kitchin, what subcommittees they have 
been appointed to. 

Mr. Smart. Mr. ‘Byrne of Pennsylvania and Mr. Morris are ap- 
pointed to the Subcommittee No. 1, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Brooks of Louisiana. 

Mr. Kitchin is appointed to Subcommittee No. 3, under the chair- 
manship of Mr. Durham of North Carolina. 

Mr. Arenpbs. Mr. Chairman, I might say 

Mr. Smarr. Mr. Burns, you are ex officio member of the three sub- 
committees. You may attend and participate, but do not have the 
right to vote. 

The CuarrMan. They can serve on all three of the subcommittees. 

Mr. Smarr. They can serve on any of them. 

Mr. Arenps. Mr. Chairman- 

(Aside to the chairman.) , 

The CuairMan. I doubt whether there will be need for a full com- 
mittee meeting next week. 

But we do want a full attendance here on the 28th, when Secretary 
Wilson and the Joint Chiefs of Staff and all of the Secretaries of the 
various departments of the Department of Defense will be here to 
tell us about their particular establishments. It is highly important, 
and is particularly important for new members. I hope we will have 
their attendance here on those days. 

Mr. Arenps. There will be no meeting next Tuesday morning, then? 

The CuHarrMan. I would say there is no need. Do you know of 
any need for a meeting next Tuesday, Mr. Smart? 

Mr. Smarr. No, sir. 

The CuarrMan. It is understood, then, that the next meeting will 
be on the 28th, when Secretary Wilson will appear? 

Mr. Smart. That is right. 

The CuHarrman. All right, now. 

Who is here to show this picture?
